NEW SERVICE 


Dick Fine, Jr. is 
developing a service called 
Data Plus which deals with 
computerized agriculture 
management. Dick has had 
experience in management 
plus several years in 
providing seed, lime, 
fertilizer, insecticides, and 
other materials used in 


farming. Some of the 
features of his program 
include soil testing, field 


maps, prescription fertilizer, 
and herbicide programs. 

He will also be offering 
an optional scouting program 
which includes insect, 
disease and nematode 
surveys. A number of 
farmers in this area will be 
interested in some of the 
services which he will be able 
to provide. I am glad to see a 
young man _ with his 
experience go into this 
business which can be 
beneficial to a lot of our 
farmers. 


FIREPLACES 


Quite a few folks in Elba 


and Enterprise have fire- 
places and use wood for 
heating. In recent years, 
quite a few inserts have been 
placed in fireplaces, which 
provide more efficient 
heating. 


I saw some folks out a few 
days ago cutting fire wood so 
that it can dry before winter. 
If you plan to burn some 
wood, go ahead and buy your 
load now or get it cut so that 
it can dry. Dry wood will start 
faster and also produce more 
heat. 

Incidentally, split wood 


will burn better than round 
wood. However, after a fire 
gets started, ‘round wood will 
burn just fine and provide a 
lot of heat. 


BETTER CLUBS 


Over 400 Coffee County 
4-H Club officers are 
learning how to be first-class 
4-H Club officers. Four-H 
agents Angela Hughes and 
Jack Tatum have set up 
training sessions for each 
group of officers in all of the 
schools. 

Well-trained officers 
have a lot more confidence in 
what they are doing. They 
also inspire confidence and 
good will and provide 
learning experiences in 
group meetings. 

Club awards will be made 
this year for those clubs 
which excel. There are few 
feeling that give a 4-H Club 
agent more satisfaction than 
seeing a club meeting 
conducted by well-trained, 
dedicated 4-H officers. 


HARVEST AID 


A lot of Coffee County 
soybean producers are 
concerned about killing 
weeds and tall grasses in 
beans prior to harvest. John 
Everest, weed specialist at 
Auburn, recommends 
Paraquat or one of the 
sodium chlorate formulations 
as a harvest aid. Paraquat 
hased materials are labeled 
at the rate of ‘4 to 1 pint per 
acre plus a surfactant. Use 
the higher rate on excessive 
weed growth and cockleburs. 

When it is hot and sunny, 
weeds can be knocked down 


in as little as three days, but 
in cooler, cloudy weather it 
will take longer. 

Sodium chlorate 
materials are also labeled for 
use. Follow. directions 
carefully. If you put the 
materials on by air, use a 
minimum of five gallons of 
spray mix. The sodium 
chlorate materials should be 
applied 7 to 10 days prior to 
harvest. Be sure to use 
extreme care when using 
either one of these materials. 


DO NOT STOCK CRAPPIE 


Temptation is stocking 
crappie into bass/bream 
ponds. Squelch that 
temptation! It can only lead 
to problems. Crappies 
stocked into farm ponds used 
for recreational fishing will 
reproduce and stunt for lack 
of enough food to go around. 
They will also compete with 
bluegill and bass for food 
which can result in putting 
the pond ‘‘out-of-balance.”’ 
At the very least, fishing 
quality will deteriorate in 
relation to numbers and 
condition of harvestable size 
fish caught. 

There are new out-of- 
state dealers coming into 
Alabama to sell fish to local 
pond owners. Crappie is one 
of the species they advertise 
for sale. Many pond owners 
will be tempted to purchase 
crappies because, they 
remember good crappie 
fishing on some of our large 
lakes. Crappie do well. in 
large bodies of water but 
create serious problems in 
farm ponds.

‘WRINKLE-FREE CLOTHES 


Isn't it discouraging to 
forget to remove the clothes 
from the dryer as soon as it 
has stopped? Clothes will 
still rewrinkle in the dryer 
even with a permanent press 
cycle, Here is a suggestion to 
correct this error. If you 
don't get clothes out of the 
dryer as soon as the cycle 
ends, put a damp terry towel 
in the dryer and tumble dry 
the clothes a few minutes 
longer.

Winter Food For Wildlife-- 


The Easy Way 


The wildlife on your farm 
has three requirements-- 
food, cover, and water. If 
either of these is missing or 
inadequate, your crop of 
wildlife will be limited, too. 

It's true that some kinds 
of wildlife don’t require free 
water--the bobwhite quail 
and the cottontail rabbit are 
examples. But they usually 
drink when water is 
available. Apparently, the 
cottontail, the bobwhite, and 
the few other kinds of 
wildlife can obtain their 
water requirements from 
frost, moist foods, dew, and 
other sources. But many 
kinds of wildlife require 
drinking water nearly every 
day, especially during warm 
weather. The white-tailed 
deer and the mourning dove 
are examples of the latter. 
Streams and farm ponds are 
good sources of water for the 
wildlife on your farm. 

How about cover? What's 
cover, anyway? Cover serves 
about the same purpose for 
wildlife that dwelling houses 
serve for people. Cover is 
where wild animals build 
their nests and make their 
dens. It's where they rear 
their young. And it’s where 
they find protection from 
weather and natural 
enemies. 

Different kinds of wildlife 
require different kinds of 


cover, of course. The 
cottontail rabbit, for 
example, require low- 


growing, grassy cover in 
which to make its nest. The 
wood duck, on the other 
hand, makes its nest in 
hollow trees or in man-made 
nest boxes. 
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Examples of suitable 
cover are wooded areas, idle 
fields, brushy fence rows, 
briar patches, ditch banks, 
and other such areas. 
Whenever possible, these 
areas should be retained. 
Without them, you will have 
little wildlife. Cover must be 
located near food that’s 
suitable for wildlife. If not, 
the cover will be of little or no 
value. 


Frequently, winter and 
early spring are times of food 
shortage. Is there a shortage 
of food for wildlife on your 
farm during those times? If 
so, now's a good time to 
correct the situation. Here's 
an easy way to correct it: 

Merely leave several 
small, well-distributed 
patches of agricultural crops 
which produce an abundance 
of high quality winter food 
for wildlife. Crops such as 


corn, soybeans, and grain 
sorghum are ideal for this 
purpose. Leave the crops 
unharvested and near woods 
or other natural cover. 

For quail, the patches 
should be about one-half acre 
in size. One patch for every 
12 acres usually supports 
high quail populations. 


For turkey and deer, the 
patches should be at least 1 
acre in size. One patch for 
every 20 to 25 acres usually 
supports high populations of 
turkey and deer. Squirrels, 
raccoons, mourning doves, 
rabbits, songbirds, and many 
other kinds of wildlife will 
feed in the patches, also.

LAWNS 


The lawn and turf 
specialist from Auburn, Dr. 
Kim Sheffer, visited in the 
county last week. He met 
with the commerical lawn 
care people to discuss lawn 
problems. Several things 
that I gathered from his 
meeting that would help in 
prevention of lawn problems 
are: 1:45 
1. Many tdwn problems can 
be associated with a low pH 
(acid soil). 

2. Inadequate 
improper watering. 
3. Wrong mowing heights. 
4. Thatch buildup. 

By correcting these four 
things, most lawn problems 
will be taken care of. Why 
not plan now to do these 
things for your lawn next 
year! Start by soil testing 
now. Soil test supplies can be 
picked up at our office in 
New Brockton or any agri- 
business firm.

PRUNING PEACH TREES 


Don’t prune your peach 
trees between October and 
January! Research shows 
that trees pruned during this 
time of the year tend to die 
earlier. The recommended 
pruning time is February and 
early March or just before 
blooming. 


COMPOSTING 


Leaves, pin straw, and 
grass clipping all present a 
disposal problem. Why not 
build a compost bin and put 
these good organic materials 
in it. You can always utilize 
the compost in flower beds, 
vegetable gardens, flower 
pots and many other areas. 
Composting is easy--a layer 
of organic materials, two 
cups 8-8-8, one inch of soil 
and start over again. So don’t 
bury your leaves. Compost 
them.

Research Done On 


No-Till Farming 


Though starter fertilizers 
can't replace standard 
fertility practices on no-till 
soybeans, those containing 
potassium can _ increase 
yields on soils with high 
residual fertility levels, 
according to Auburn 
University research results 
presented recently at a 
meeting of the American 
Society of Agronomy in 
Washington, D.C. 

Problems with lower 
yields on no-till grain crops 
prompted George W. Martin 
and Joseph T. Touchton, 
Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station 
agronomy researchers, to 
conduct experiments on the 
effect of starter, or ‘‘pop-up”’ 
fertilizers on varying residual 


soil fertility levels. The 
researchers were also 
interested in determining 


whether starter fertilizers, 
which are applied at planting 
to hasten early growth of a 
crop, could be used on no-till 
crops in low fertility soils in 
lieu of standard fertility 


practices. 
Various combinations of 
starter fertilizers were 


applied to Coastal Plain soils 
with four residual fertility 
levels: soil without 
potassium or phosphorus 
fertilizers; soil fertilized with 
potassium; soil with 
phosphorus; and __ soil 
fertilized with both of these 
nutrients. Nitrogen starters 
did not increase soybean 
yields, while phosphorus 
only increased yields on soils 
lacking in residual fertility. 
However, potassium signifi- 
cantly increased yields in all 
four instances, Martin said. 
These results indicate 
potassium is the critical 
fertilizer element for 
soybeans on the Costal 
Plains, he said. He and 
Touchton have set up 16 tests 
in Alabama with corn, 
sorghum, soybeans, cotton, 
and peanuts to determine 
whether the trends revealed 
in his three-year study hold 
true elsewhere. They plan to 
make a firm recommendation 
concerning starter fertilizers 
at the end of this year if the 
new experiments bear 
similar results, he said. 


Rotating corn and 
sorghum with soybeans can 
reduce the amount of 
nitrogen fertilizer needed for 
maximum yields, or it may 
even increase yield potential, 
according to research results 
presented at a_ recent 
meeting of the American 
Society of Agronomy in 
Washington, D.C. 

Donald W. Reeves and 
Joseph T. Touchton, two 


agronomy researchers of the 
Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station at 
Auburn University, 
presented the results of a 
two-year study in which corn 
and sorghum were planted 
after soybeans in one treat- 
ment and after soughum in 
another. Six tests were 
conducted at the Black Belt, 
Sand Mountain, and 
Tennessee Valley  substa- 
tions of the Experiment 
Station. 

The purpose of this 
research was to determine if 
planting after soybeans, 
which add nitrogen fertilizer 
without reducing yields, 
according to Reeves, a 
research agronomist with the 
USDA-Agricultural Research 
Service Soil and Water 
Research Unit. Since 
nitrogen fertilizer is one of 
the most expensive aspects 
of crop production, this 
potential reduction in grower 
expense could be 
substantial, he said. 

In four of the tests, less 
nitrogen fertilizer was 
required to reach optimum 
yields of the crops grown 
after soybeans than those 
rotated with soughum, 
Reeves said. In the remain- 
ing tests, the same amount of 
nitrogen fertilizer was 
required on the two 
treatments, but the soybean 


rotation achieved higher 
yields than the sorghum 
because the yield potential 
was increased, he said. 

The researchers don't 
know what factors led to the 
increase in yield potential, 
but their findings indicate 


rotation with soybeans 
usually proves financially 
beneficial.

Coffee County Commission 


Settles Suit Out Of Court 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, October 
24, at the courthouse in Enterprise and 
voted to settle a suit with a Dothan 
architect out of court, giving the firm a 
cash settlement of $9500. 

The suit, in the amount of $150,000, 
was filed by the firm of Donofro and 
Associates, claiming the commission 
breached a contract with the firm, which 
contended the commission had 
employed it to design a jail. The case 
was to have come to court this month, 
but upon the recommendation of County 
Attorney Warren Rowe the commission 
agreed the out-of-court settlement 
would put ‘Donofro to rest!"’ 


The meeting began at 9 a.m. and the 
first order of business was to open bids 
on a new pickup truck to be used by the 
county carpenter. The bids received 
were $9,865.05 from Cook Chevrolet, 
$9,405.58 from Ed Sherling Ford and 
$10,010.33 from City Auto Sales. The 
low bid from Ed Sherling Ford was 


accepted. 

Mr. Ken Hartzell, representing 
Scientific Industries of Dothan, 
addressed the commission on _ the 


matter of garbage pickup and stated his 
company would pick up garbage, but 
added, ‘‘It can't be done effectively for 
$6 a month per household.”’ 

Hartzell contended the density of 
the population was not sufficient to 
charge such a low rate and stated the 
past garbage service picked up garbage 
at only 23 percent of eligible homes. 

The company listed four items that 
must be met if it was to provide the 
service: 

1. It must receive an exclusive 
ten-year contract, 

2. The commission would make it 
mandatory for all rural residents to use 
the service, or give them an alternative 
of dumping at the landfill, 

3. All residents would pay on a 
quarterly basis, in advance, 

4. Rates would be $9.90 per month 
for households, $16 per month 
minimum for businesses and $150 per 
month for schools. No discounts would 
be given to senior citizens. 

The commission stated it could not 
make the residents use the service and 
tabled the discussion; however, it was 
obvious the presentation had little or 
no support! 

In other business at Monday's 
meeting the commission: 

***heard Eng. Frank Chariton report on 
the progress of road work on Sparks St. 
Turner's Crossroads and the Victoria 
Road; 

*¢*heard Charlton praise the work of 
the new assistant county engineer; 
***was informed the case of Cotterall 
vs. Coffee County had been reopened 
by an Appeals Court; 

***yoted to borrow $25,000 to pay bills 
owed by the County Highway Dept; 
***yoted to transfer money from the 
General: Fund to pay for recent 
beautification work (the money will be 
refunded when the grant arrives); 
***,mended the budget to correct an

Coffee County Commissioner 
Charlie Mack Martin and Probate Judge

Highway Dept. conference on

Comm. Martin $5.6 million in roadwork 
is scheduled to take place in the county 
over the next five years.

Crown, Blast Abbeville 28-0 


The Elba Tigers clinched 
the Class 3A, Area 3 football 
championship last Friday 
night by blanking the 
Abbeville Yellow Jackets 
28-0 in Elba. 

The win upped Elba’s 
record to 7-1, 5-0 in the Area, 
while the loss left Abbeville 
with a 3-5 slate. 

Elba received the 
opening kick and gave a 
large homecoming crowd a 
preview of things to come by 
driving 68 yards in 10 plays 
to score a touchdown. A 
27-yard run by John Hudson 
got the drive off to a fast start 
and a four-yard gain by Rhett 
McCollough on _ fourth 
down-and-two at the 33-yard 
line kept the scoring march 
alive. A 16-yard run by 
McCollough got the ball in 
close, and one play later 
Michael Scott bulled in from 
two yards out and Elba was 
on the board! The extra 
point by Dwayne Hooks was

The Tiger defense, which 
held Abbevile without a first 
down and only eight yards in 
total offense in the first half, 
got the ball back as it 
stopped the Jackets cold, and 
Elba put the ball in good field 
position following a 25-yard 
punt.

***The roots of Halloween 
can be traced back to the 
Celts, who lived more than 
2000 years ago in what is now 
Great Britain, Ireland and 
Northern France. The Celts’ 
new year began on 
November 1, and on 
October 31, they had a 
festival honoring Samhain, 
Celtic lord of death. The 
festival of Samhain 
(summer's end) marked the 
start of the season of cold, 
darkness and decay, and 
became associated with 
death. The Celts believed 
that Samhain allowed the 
souls of the dead to return to 
their earthly homes for this 
evening. 

After the Romans over- 
powered the Celts in A.D. 43 
and ruled what is now Great 
Britain for about 400 years, 
two Roman festivals were 
combined with the Celtic 
Samhain festival.

ALABAMA HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATION EXAM 


BY: ANN SAWYER 

Are you a junior in high school? If you are then you took 
an Alabama High School Graduation Exam October 11, 12 
and 13, All juniors who are enrolled in an eleventh-grade 
homeroom, including special education students, must pass 
the exam in order to receive a diploma at graduation. 

The Alabama High School Graduation Exam is a 
three-part test consisting of math, language arts and 
reading. Each student must pass 65 percent of math, 77 
percent of language arts and 79 percent of reading, and 
must earn 21 Carnegie Units. A student acquires these 
units while in high school by passing the required courses 
and the elective courses of their choice. 

The juniors have four opportunities to pass the exam. In 
the spring of 1985 all students who receive a high school 
diploma from a public school in Alabama must have passed 
the graduation exam. If failed all four times, the Alabama 
State Department of Education has not yet decided what 
options the students will have, but possibilities are to 
receive a certificate of attendance or at some later date take 
the Graduate Equivalency Diploma. 

Preparations for the exam included taking the basic 
competency test which was administered in grades three, 
six and nine. There was a high percentage of Z.C. students 
who passed this test. 


Requirements for the exam included that the students 
taking the test had to be removed from noise, and had to be 
in a well-lighted place that was both comfortable and had 
appropriate furniture. 

Mrs. Melinda Sanders, guidance counselor, 
administered the exam to Z.C. students.

There 
are several Florida citrus varieties and Zion Chapel has 
picked five of the best for their sale. 

Hamlin oranges can be purchased for $10 a case. They 
are round-to-oval in shape and are medium sized. They are 
yellow-to-orange in color with a smooth, thin peel. Hamlin’s 
are usually seedless, and they make an excellent orange 
juice. 

Navel oranges are selling for $13 a case. They are deep 
yellow in color and have a large, round or oval shape. They 
are usually seedless and their medium thick peel allows 
them to be peeled easily. 

Tangeloes can be purchased for $10 a case. They are 
oval-to-round in shape and medium in size. They are 
light-to-deep orange in color. The peel is pebbly and has a 
medium thickness. The tangelo is very juicy. 

, Pink or white grapefruit is selling for $9 per case. Pink 
grapefruit are usually large in size with a smooth, yellow 
peel. The segments are a rich amber-pink color with very 
few seeds. They have a mild, delicious flavor with lots of 
juice. White grapefruit are medium-to-large in size with a 
yellow peel. The segments are white-to-amber colored flesh 
and are almost seedless. They are easy to section and have 
an excellent flavor and plenty of juice. 

The fruit sale will last through the middle of November. 
Expected delivery date is December 6.

WHEAT PRODUCTION 
GUIDE 


Several Coffee County 
farmers will be planting 
wheat this fall. Wheat serves 
the purpose of improving the 
cash flow by providing some 
income in late spring and 
early summer. Another 


advantage is it can be used 
for grazing and grain, or the 
wheat can be sold or fed to 
livestock. 

Wheat is best adapted to 
well-drained soils in Coffee 
County of medium to high 
fertility. It tolerates heavy 
soils better than other small 
grains but may drown out in 


extremely wet areas. 

Varieties for Coffee 
County are Coker 747, Coker 
762, Coker 916, Holley, Roy, 
Southern Belle, and McNair 
1003. 

We have an excellent 
13-page ‘‘Wheat Production 
Guide” and a research teport 
on wheat. This publication 
has some good pictures on 
wheat diseases, Call us if you 
would like to have a copy of 
either of these.

PEACH ORCHARD CARE 


October is the ideal

LIME 


The value of lime was 
brought out very vividly by a 
lady from Enterprise. She 
told me that she had grass 
growing where she had not 
had any for 15 years, and she 
attributed this to applying 
lime according to soil test 
last year. 

This just points out again 
the necessity of liming our 
soil to pet the best 
production from it. When the 
soil pH is out of balance, this 
causes the fertilizer to be tied 
up in the soid so that the 
plants cannot absorb it. 
Therefore, the fertilizer 
becomes lots less effective. 
The only way that you can 
adequately know the lime 
requirement is by a soil test. 


This is an excellent time 
to take a soil sample. This 
soil lab at Auburn is not as 
busy this time of the vear. 
Your results will get back 
quicker. Also, if your soil 
needs lime, you can go ahead 
and apply it before the next 
growing season. Lime can be 


applied anytime, but it needs 
time to react with the soil. 
You can pick up soil 
testing supplies at our office 
in New Brockton or any of the 
agri-businesses.

CHECK YOUR CREDITS 


Seniors at Elba High School will need to check with their 
guidance counselor about their credits and make sure they 
will have enough credits to graduate. : 

This year's seniors must have 20 credits to graduate. They 
have to have their required courses which are Alabama 
History, American History, Biology, Democracy, Economics, 
9th grade English, one course of Math, six-3. semester 
courses of English, one semester of Drivers Education and 
three and one-half units of band or physical education. 

The remaining seven credits are elective courses, such as 
home economics, various vocational courses and business 
courses. 

Beginning this year the graduating class of 1984 has to 
have only one math or one science, whereas the class of 1985, 
next year’s seniors must have two math credits. The class of 
1984 will be the only class to escape the rule. This 1984 class 
also does not have to take the Alabama High School 
Graduation Exam, which has to be passed prior to graduation.

Federal Judge Refuses To 
Allow Magwood Appeals 


A Federal Judge announced last 
week that he would refuse to allow 
appeals by convicted murderer Billy 
Joe Magwood to move simultaneously 
through the State and Federal courts. 


Magwood, who contends he was 
insane and should not have been 
convicted of capitol murder for the 1979 
shooting death of Coffee County Sheriff 
Neal Grantham, is attempting to block 


his death sentence with appeals to both 
state and federal courts. 

Federal judges usually do not hear 
an inmates’ petition for release from a 
sentence until he has exhausted all 
avenues of appeal at a state level; 
however, Magwood attempted to 
proceed with both legal actions 
simultaneously. 

Asst. State Attorney General Ed 
Carnes reportedly informed U.S. District 


Judge Truman Hobbs that the state had 
no problem with Magwood’s request 
and wanted the case ‘‘fully litigated in 
as expeditious a manner as possible."’ 


In the announcement last Friday, 
Hobbs ruled the state court action 
should come first. He stated 
development of a factual record in state 
court will assist the federal courts in 
reviewing the case.

State Troopers To Keep 3-Wheel 


Vehicles Off Public Roads 


Alabama State Troopers have been 
instructed to issue traffic citations to 
drivers of all-terrain, three-wheeled 
vehicles operating on public highways, 
according to Maj. James Fuqua, chief of 
the Highway Division of the 
Department of Public Safety. 

“These vehicles are designed for 
off-the-road use,"" Fuqua said. ‘‘They 
are not designed for and are not legal 
for highway use. 

““Because they do not meet the 
criteria of a legal motor vehicle and 
because it is illegal to operate them on 
public roadway, troopers have been 
instructed to issue citations whenever 
they observe these three-wheeled 
vehicles operating on public 
roadways,"’ said Fuqua. 

Fuqua said the vehicles are not safe 
for use on highways because they are 


not equipped with adequate brakes, 
rearview mirrors, approved tires, horns 
or lights required of highway vehicles. 

Most off-the-road vehicles are 
equipped with low-pressure tires 
specifically classified as ‘‘not designed 
for highway use,’’ he said. 

“If these vehicles were modified to 
meet the requiremtns of motor vehicles, 
the operator would have to possess a 
valid driver's license and license tag," 
said Fuqua. “In addition, all drivers 
and passengers would be required to 
wear an approved safety helmet and 
shees."" 

Fuqua said the parent or guardian of 
a juvenile cited for violating laws 
regarding operation of a motor vehicle 
also can be held responsible for 
permitting the juvenile protective 
helmet and drivers license laws. 


ed to the council that he had ridden for a 
couple of hours recently with one patrol 
car and was impressed with the conduct 
of the department. Chief White 
responded and noted the department 
average age was very young, but they 
were a fine group of officers. 

Mayor English commended the 
members of the police department on 
their conduct at football games and 
during the recent homecoming parade. 

English reported that the hospital 
authority had called on the city for the 
first $55,000 for the Farmers Home 
Loan payment and this money was 
taken from the special fund set aside for 
that purpose. English noted the lease of 
the facility had been completed and this 
would be the only time the city would be 
called on for the payment. He also 
indicated the authority expected to be 
able to repay the money about March, 
Also payments should begin soon on the 
annual $50,000 payment to the general 
fund of the city. 

English explained that gasoline tax 
money earmarked for street paving and 
repair has been put in an interest- 
bearing account because little paving 
can be done during the winter months 
and the extra interest between now and 
spring would do a little more work. 

English noted work has begun on 
solving flooding problems on Ann Street 
and sidewalk repair will begin right 
away. 

He also noted that the $350,000 
HUD rehabilitation-of-homes project 
will begin about mid-December and last 
five or six months. The federally 
designated target area is in Mulberry 
Heights and maximum income to 
qualify is $16,000. First priority will be 
bath facilities, second - energy effi- 
ciency, and third - cosmetic. Federal 
officials hope to improve 44 homes with 


. this project. 


Mayor English reviewed the budget 
for the past year and noted that the city 
ended the year with some money in the 
bank. He said this was due to income 
exceeding projections and efforts by 
various departments to keep expenses 
down. Administration, appropriations, 
retirement, police, debt retirement, fire 
department were all below projected 
expenditures. 

Those exceeding projections in- 
cluded the recreation department that 
exceeded the budgeted amount by only 
$1185, while it took in an additional 
$4100. English has explained in the 
past that such fluctuations in the 
projections cannot be foreseen but are 
actually good for the department. 

The street department spent some 
$2500 more than budgeted. This went 
into salaries, repairs and landfill 
charges. It would have been higher but 
the department was able to conserve on 
gasoline and supplies. 

Capital expenditure was $72,430 
actually spent against a proposed 
budget of $39,000. English said the 
purchase of new police cars and several 
other items threw this budget out of line 
with projections. 

Year-end totals indicate the City of 
Elba took in $1,152,778.13 and spent 


$1,105,911.67. Sales tax increase 
accounted for $35,000 of the extra 
money.
